DRAFT OF THE WORKMEN S COMPENSATION RULES, 

PRELIMINARY . 
j . Short title . These rules may be called the Travancore -Cochin Work 
rgen s Compensation Rules, 1952. 

2. Definitions. In these rules anlega there ia anything repugnant in the 
gubjeot or context: 

( a ) " The Aot" means the Workmen s Compensation Act, 1923 , 
(Central At VIII of 1923 ). 

( 0 ) " Form ” meanis a form apponded to thesa luleg. 
(c ) " Section means a Section of the Agt. 

PART I. 


3. Review of Half-monthly payments and commutation therea ). When 
applioation may be naadle without medical cortificate - Application for review 
of half-monthly payment under Section 6 inay bo made without being 4700m 
panied by a medioal certificate, 

.. ( a ) by the employer , on the ground that since the right to compensation 
was determined the workman s wages have ide roased ; 

(0 ) by the workman on the ground that einse the right to compensatioa 
was determined his wages bava dimninished ; 

( c ) by the workman on the ground that the employer, having comeno 
ed to pay compensation , has coused to pay the same, notwithstanding tho fant 
that there has been no change in the workman s condition such as to warrant 
such cessation ; 

( a ) either by the employer or by the workman , on the grond that the 
determination of the rate of compensation for the tims being in forog Wag 
obtained by fraud or undne ipfiaenca or other improper ineans ; 

(e) either by the employer or by the workman on the ground that in the 
deterpiination of compensation there is a mistake or error apparent on the face 
of the record . 
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4. Procedure on application for review . If, on examining an applioa 
tion for review by an employer in which the reduction or discontinuance of 
half -monthly payments is sought, it appears to the Commissioner that there is 
reasonable ground for believing that the omployer has a right to such reduo 
tion or discontinuanoe, he may at any time issue an order withholding the 
half-wonthly payments in whole or in part pending his docision on the 
applioation , 
5. Procedure on oppiicotion for commutation . 

( 1) Where applioation 
-is made to the Commissioner under Seotion 7 for the redemption of a right to 
Tegeive half-monthly payments by the payment of a lump sum , the Commis 
sioner shall form an estimate of the probable duration of the disablemout, and 
award a sum equivalent to the total of the half-monthly payments which 
would be payable for the period durivg which he estimates that the disable 
ment will continue, less one-balf por cent of that total for each month com 
prised in that period ; provided that fractions of a rupeo included in the sun 
so computed sball be disregarded . 

( 2 ) Whey , in any case to which sub -rule ( 1) applies, the Commissioner 
is unable to form an approximate estimate of the probable duration of the 
diyablement, he may from time to time postpone a decision on the applioatiou 
for a period not exceeding twomonths at any one time. 

PART II. 

DEPOSIT OF COMPENSATION . 
8. Depositunder Section ( 1). ( 1) An employer depositing compensation 
with the Commissioner under sub-section ( 1 ) of Section 8 in respect of a work 
man whose injury has resulted in death shall furnish therewith a statement in 
Form . A and shall be given a receipt in Form B. In other cases of deposits with 
the Commissioner undor sub -section ( 1 ) ot Sostíon 8 , the employer shall furnish 
a statement in Form AA and shall be given a receipt in Form B. 

( 2 ) It when depositing componsation in respect of fatal accidents, the 
employer indioates in the statement referred to in sub rule ( 1 ) that he desires 
to be made s party to the distribution proceedings, the Commissioner shall, be 
ſore allotting the sum deposited as compousation , afford to the employer an 
opportunity of sstablishing that the person to whom ho proposes to allot suo 
eum is not a dependant of the deceased workman or, as the case may be, that 
no one of suoh persons is a dependant. 

(3 ) The statement of diabursements to be furnished on application by 
the employer under bab -section ( 1 ) of Section 8 shall be in Form C. 

7. Publication of lists of deposits. The Commissioner shall cause to be 
displayed in a prominent position outside his ollige an 40surate list of deposite 
received by hiin under sub -section ( 1 ) of Seotion 8 , together with the names 
and addresses of the depositors and of the workmen in respect of whose death 
or inja y the deposits Lave beenmade. 

8. Application by dependants for deposit of compensation . ( 1) A dopend . 
ant of a deceased workman may apply to the Commissioner for the issue of 
au order to doposit compensation in respeot the death of the workman . Such 
applipation shall be trade in Foto G. 

(2 ) If compensation has not been deposited, the Cominissioner shall 
dispose of Euuh application in accordance with the provisions of Part V of 
these mles; provided that -- 

( a ) the Commissiodor may at any time bofore issuey are framed , cause 
notice to be given in huoh nanner ag ho thinks fit to all or any of the depend 
ants of the deceased workman who have not joined in the appligation , requir 
ing them , if they desire to join therein, to appear before him on a dato speci: 
fied in thia behalf ; 
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(1 ) any dependant to whom such notice has been given and who fails 
to appear and to join in the application on the date specified in the notice shall 
not le permitted thereafter to claim that the employer is liable to deposit 
coniponsation unless he satiaties the Corrmissions that he was prerented by 
any sullioiont caute from appearing when the case was called oe for hearing 

(8 ) If after completing the enquiry into the application , the Conimir 
sinner issues an order requiring the employer to depo sitoompensationis accord 
ance with sub-section ( 1 ) of Section 3, nothing in sub-rula (2 ) shall be deemned 
to prohibit the allotment of any part of the sum deposited as compensation to 
a dependant of the deceased workman who failed to join the application . 

9. Deposit under Section 3( 3 ). An employer depositing oornpensation in 
Accordance with sub-section ( 2 ) of Section 8 , shall furnish therewith state 
ment in Form D and shall be given a receipt in Foru E.

Investment ofmoney . Money in the hands of the Commissioner may 
bo invested for the benefit of the dependants of a deosesed workman in Gor 
Eronout Scourities or Post Office Cash Certificates, or may be deposited in a

11. Report of fatal accidents. The report required by Section 103 shall 
bo in Form EE. 

12 . H ight of employer to present memorandum then information received , 
(1 ) Any employez who bas received information of an accident may at any 
timenotwithstanding the fact that do claim for compensation has been insti. 
tuted in respect of such accidents, present to the Commissioner a memorandum , 
supported by an affidavit made by himself or any person subordinate to him 
having koowledge of the facts stated in the memorandum , eanbodying the 
result of any investigation or inquiry which has been made into the circun 
stances or cause of the acoident. 

(2 ) A meroorandum presented under sub-rule (1 ) shall, subject to the 
payment of suoh fes # may be prescribed , be recorded by the Commissioner, 


PART IV . 


MEDICAL EXAMINATION . 
13 . Workman not to be required to submit ta medical examination sale in 
accordance with rules. A workman who is required by sub-section ( 1 ) of 
Seotion 11 to submit himself for medioal examination shall be bound to do so 
in accordance with the rules contained in this part and not otherwise . 

14. Hxamination when 2009 eman and medical praditioner both on 
premises . ( 1 ) When such workman is present on the employee s premises, 
and the employer offers to have him examined free of charge by a qualified 
medical prectitioner who is so present, the workman skall subunit himself for 
examination forthwith , 

( 2 ) Every modiosl practitioner who has plaatjeed for a period of not 
less than three years adi who holds a Medical Degree conferred by any 
University in India or the United Kingdom or a Diploma granted by any 
Indian Universty not lower than that of L.M.P. of the Madras University , 
shall be a qualified medical practitioner for the purposes of this Act. 


16." Examination in other cases. In oases to which Rule 14. does not 
apply the employer may- ; 

( a ) Send the medioal practitioner to the place where the workman is 
residing for the time being in which care tho workman shall submit himself 
for modical examination on being requested to do so by the inedical practi 
tioger , or 

( b ) Send to the workman an offer in writing to have him examined free 
of charge by a qualified medical practitioner in which oang the workman shall 
eubmit himself for medical examination at the employer s premises or at auch 
other place in the vicinity as is specified in such ofter and at such time as is do 
specified , 

Provided that 
(i) the time 90 specified shall vot safe with the express consent of 

the workmaz be between the hours of 7 P.M. aud 6 A.M. and 
(ii) in cases where the workman n oondition "conders it impossible 

or inadvisable that he should leave the place where he is re 
giding for the time being , he shall not be required to submit - 

himsolf for medical examination save at such place. 
18 . Restriction on number of examinations. A workman who is in 
receipt of a half-monthly payment shall not be required to submit limeelf for 
medical examinatiod elsewbore than at the place where he is residing for the 
time being more than twise in the firstmonth following the accident, or more 
than once in any subsequent month. 

17. Escamination after suspension of right to compensation . IL & work 
man whose Tight to compensation has been suspended under sub -section ( 2 ) or 
sub -section (3 ) of Section 11 subsequently offers himself for medical examina 
tion, his examination shall take place oo the omployer s promisos or at puoh 
other place in the vicinity asmay be fixed by the employer, and at a time to 
be fixed by the employer not being , save with the exprass consent of the wock 
man , more than 72 houra after the workman has so offered himself, 

18 . Hramination of women . (1 ) No woman shall without her oonkont be 
modically examined by a male praotitioner , savo in the presence of another 
woman . (2 ) No woman shall be required to be medioally examined by a 
ru ale practitioner if she deposita a sum suficient to cover the expenses of ex 
mination by a female practitioner. 


PART V. 


PROCEDURE . 
19. Introductory ." Save as otherwise provided in theae Tulog, the procedure 
to be followed by Commissioners in the disposal of cases under the Act of these 
rules and by the parties in such cases shall be regulated in accordance with 
the rules contained in this part . 

20. Applications. ( 1 ) Any application of the natura referred to in 
Section 22 may be sent to the Commissioner by registered Post or may be 
precepted to him or to any of his subordinates authorised by him in this behalf 
and, if so sent or presented , shall , unless the Commissioner otherwise directe , 
be made in duplioate in the appropriato Form , if any, and shall be signed by 
the applicant. 

( 2) There shall be appended to every such application & certificate, which 
shell be aigned by the applioant, to the effect that the statement of faots con 
tained in the application ja to the best of his kuowledge and belief aourate, 
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21. Production of documents. (1)When the spplication for relief le based 
bf0n a document, the doonmentshall be apponided to the application , 

(2 ) any othor document which aay party desire to tender iu evidence 
sball be produoed at or before the first hearing. 

(8 ) Any document which is not produced at or within the time specified 
in sub -rule ( 1) or ( 2) as the page ay be eball not, without the habition of 
the Commissioner, be admissible in evidenge on behalf ofthe party who should 
have produced it, 

(4 ) Nothing in this rule applies to any dooumont which is produced 
for the purpose of oross examining witness or ia handail to witness to 
lefresh his motory . 

22. Application presented to wrotu Commissioner. ( 1 ) If it appears 
to the Commissioner on receiving the applioatiou that it should be presented 
to another Commissioner, he shall return it to the applicant after en dorsing 
upon it this date of the presentation and return, the reason for returning it and 
the designation of the Commissioner to whom it skould be presented . 

( 2 ) If it appears to the Commissioner at anyabsequent stage thatan 
application should have been presented to another Comissioner, he shall 
send the application to the Commissioner empowored to deal with it and shall 
inform the applioant and the opposite party, if he has received a copy of the 
applioation under Rule 26 , accordingly . 

( 3 ) The Commissioner to whom an application is transferred under sub 
rule ( 2 ) inay continue the proceedings ea ii the previous proceerlinge or any 
part of them had been taken before hin , if he is satistied that the interests of 
the parties will not thereby be prejudiced . 

23 . Examination of the applicant. (1 ) On receiving an application of the 
nature referred to in Section 22, the Commissioner may exaenine the applioant 
on oath , or may send the applio alion to any odoer authorised by Government 
in this behali and direct such Offioer to examine the applioant and his witness 
es and forward the record thereof to tho Commissioner, 

( 2 ) The substance of any examination made under sub -rude (1) shall 
: be recorded in the manper provided for the recording of evidence in 
Sevtion 25 . 

24. Summary disposal of application . ( 1) The Commissioner may, after 
considering the applidation and the cesult of the examination of the applicant 
under Rule 28 , summarily digniss the applioation , it, for reasons to be resord 
ed he is of opinion that there are no sufficient grounds for propeading thereon . 

(2 ) The dismissal of the " application under sub-rule (1) shall not of 
ltsolf preolude the applicant from presenting a freaks application for the settle 
ment of the eame matter. 

25. Preliminary enquiry into application If the application is nos dis 
missed under Kulo 24 , the Commissioner may for reasons to be wooned, call 
upon the applioant to produce evidence in support of the application before 
valling upon any other party and, it upon cousidering snob evidence the Core 
missioner thinks that there is no case for the relief olained hemay dismiss the 
applivation with a brief statement of his reasons for so doing. 
26 . 

Notice to opposite party . If the Commissioner , does not dismiss the 
application ruder Rule 24 Or Rulo 25, he shall send to the party from whom the 
applioaut olairug relief ( herein after referred to as the opposite party) a copy 
of the applioation , together with a notice of the date on which he wil dispose 
of the applioation and magsall upon the parties to produce upon that date 
any evidenco which they may wish to tondor, 


27. Appearance and etamination of opposite party . (1 ) The Opposite 
Party may, and if so required by the Commissioner, shall at or belore the 
first hearing or within suoh time as the Commissioner may permit, file 
written statement dealing with the claim raised in the appliostion , and any 
Auch written etateniiont shall form part of the record. 

(2 ) If the opposite party contests the claim , the Commissioner inay , 
and, if no written statement has been filed, shall proceed to examine bira upon 
the claim and shall redtoe the result of the examination to writing . 

28. Framing of issues. ( 1 ) After considering any written statement and 
the result of any examination of the parties, the Commissioner shall ascerta in 
upon whatmaterial propositions of fact or of law the parties are at variance, 
and shall thereapon proceed to frame and record the issued upon which the 
right decision of the 0180 appears to him to depend. 

(2 ) In recording the issues the Commissioner shall distinguish between 
those issues wbich in his opinion concerns points of last and those which con 
cerns points of law , 

29. Pover lo postpone trial of issues of fact where issues of law arise. 
When issues both of law and of taot arise in the 861110 Oase, and the Commis 
pioner is of opinion that the oangmay be dispowd of on the issues of law only, 
hemay try those imzes first and for that purpose may , if he thinks fit , pout 
pone the settlement of the issues of facts until after the issues of law have 
been determined . 

80 , Thory, Tbe Commissioner shall maintain under bis hand & briet 
diary of the proceedings on an applioation . 

31. Reasons for postponement to be recorded . If the Commissioner finds it 
impossible to dispose of an applioation at one hearing he shall record the rea 
Bong which necessitate a postponement. 

32. Judgment. ( 1 ) The Commissioner in paging orders, shall reoord 
concisely in a judgment his finding on eadh of the igues framed and his 298 
eons for such finding. 

( 2 ) The Commissioner, at the time of signingand dating his judgment, 
shall pronource his decision , and thereaftar no addition or alteration shall be 
made to the judgment other than the correction of #olerical or axithruetical 
mistake arising from any bocidental alip or omission , 

83. Summoning of Witnesses. If an application is presented by any party 
to the proceedings for the oitation of witnesses, the Commissioner shall on 
payment of the preporibed expenses and fees, iegue aummons for the appearance 
of ecoh witnesses, unless he considers that their appearanoe is not necessary 
for the just deo ision of the case. 

84. Exemption from payment of costs . If the Commissioner is Batisfied 
that the applicant ia unable , by reason of poverty to pay the prescribed foes, 
hemay remit any or all of such.fees. If the page is decided in favour of the 
applicant, the presoribed fees which , had they not been remitted , would have 
been due to be paid , may be added to the costs of the vape and recovered ir 
suoh manner as the Conni jasioner in his order regarding costs play direct. 

35 . Right of entry for local inspection . A Commissioner before whom any 
proceeding relating to an injury by accident is pending may at any time entar 
the place where the workloan was injured, or where the workmau ordinarily 
performed bis work , for the purpose of making a local inspection or of examid 
ing persons likely to be able to give information relevant to the prouoedings : 
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Provided that the Comunissioner shall not etter say premizar of any

THE TRAVANCORE - COCAINCO -OPERATIVE 

SOCIETIES ACT , 1951.. 


Whereas it is.expedient further to facilitate the formation 

and working of co -operative societies for the 
Preamble. promotion of thrift, self-help and mutual aid 

ainong agriculturists and other persons with 
common economic needs so as to briog about beiter living, 
better business and better methods of production and for that 
purpose to have a uniform law for the State of Travancore 
Cochin relating to co - operative societies ;
